Applications for bicycle licenses 
at the city license department 
during the past five days broke 
all previous records, stated 
Thomas McCallum, license in-

During the past five days 885 
licenses were issued to bring the 
total for this year to 4,164. compared 
with about 2,245 at the same date 
last year.

The recent spring-like weather 
contributed materially to the sale 
of licenses, and added that another 
factor was the purchase by residents 
of bicycles to replace motor car 
transportation which is dyastically 
curtailed through gasoline ration- 
ing.

Wounded War

LONDON, April 4. — (CP) — 
Britain and Italy started ex- 
changing their sick and wounded 
prisoners of war today when ships 
carrying the men met at the 
western Turkish port of Smyrna.

Dutch Governor

MELBOURNE, April 4—(CP)—

strength of Australia’s defences, 
bolstered by men and equipment 
from the United States, Lt.-Gov.

“Their progress southward has 
been slowed down lately, Perhaps 
they never were prepared to ade 
vance further in this direction, 
Moreover, reinforcements are are 
riving here more quickly.” 


OTHERS DIFFER 

His views on the possibility of 
an invasion attempt were not shared 
in all quarters, despite a lull in 
Japanese activity. Some observers 
interpreted the lull as merely the 
prelude to a major assault, while 
others expressed belief the Japanese 
had over-reached themselves and 
been compelled to slow down.

Hepburn Rated 


Serious Drag 
_ On War Drive 


TORONTO, April 4—(CP)—M. 
J. Coldwell, Co-Operative Com- 
monwealth Federation leader in 
the house of commons, in a speech 
here Friday night urging an all- 
out war effort, called Premier 
Hepburn a “dangerous man,” and 
said it was “about time” the 
people of Ontario had an oppor- 
tunity of repudiating him.

Exodus From 
Aluminum Co. 
Plant Halted 


CHICOUTIMI, Que., April 4— 
(CP)—A_ telegram from Labor 
Minister Mitchell explaining the 
conditions under which farm 
laborers will be exempt from 
military service has been posted 
in the Aluminum Company of 
Canada at nearby Arvida, it was 
learned here today. 

The telegram, addressed to Pre- 
sident R. E. Powell of the alumin- 
um Company, said misunderstand- 
ing of selective service regulations 
apparently had caused unnecessary 
displacement of employees of the 
plant and threatened to lower 
essential production of aluminum. 

The telegram said that although 
farm laborers had been exempted 
from compulsory military service 
in order to maintain production, the 

exemption applied only if agricul- 
ture was the main occupation of 
the person concerned on March 23.

National C.C.F. 
Party Is Asked

TORONTO, April 4—(CP) 
Ontario's Co-operative Common- 
wealth Federation party today 
requested its national council ‘to 
call an emergency national con- 
vention at the earliest possible 
moment in order to warn the 
Canadian people of the dangers 
which face them and to mobilize 
them for effective action before 
it is too late.” 

The party's tenth annual con- 
vention acted by approving a reso- 
lution sponsored by C. H. Millard 
of Toronto, who called Canada's 
war effort “a scandal because it is 


conducted solely on a price and 
profit basis.” 
CONDITION “CRITICAL” 


The resolution declared the con- 
dition of the United Nations is 
more critical now than at any 
time since the outbreak of the war. 

It added, “The’ government's con- 
duct of the war, its slavish alle- 
giance to big business and special 
privilege, its throttling of Labor 
and callous disregard of the farm- 
er is jeopardizing victory in the 


war and endangering the peace 
afterwards.” 
This request to the National 


Council came after the conven- 
tion elaborated on the party's 
labor policy by adopting a war- 
time minimum wage-hour pro- 
gram for industries and demand- 
ed that wealth and industry be 
conscripted “At the same time 
and on the same basis as man- 
power.” 

“The war effort is a scandal in 
this country,” said Millard, execu- 
tive director of the Steel Workers’ 
organization committee. “It is a 
Scandal and next to treason because 
it is conducted solely on a price 
and profit basis.”

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The Easter Message 


Easter is said to have derived its name 
from that of the Anglo-Saxon Goddess of 
Spring. If so, the word is singularly fit- 
ting, for the idea of resurrection from the 
dead easily associates itself with the re- 
covery of nature from the dormant con- 
dition of winter. The visible change in the 
world about us is the appropriate symbol 
of the return of life after death. Alike to 
the believer and to the observer of things 
material, this is the season of hope, of 
looking forward with anticipation of 
change, of the fulfilment of promise and 
the realization of ideals. 

Hope implies expectation that what is 

longed for will be attained, and for this the 
world was never so hungry as now. To 
the Christian, Easter brings the assurance 
of life beyond the grave. To every one it 
marks the reawakening of the forces of 
enature from torpor. To many millions it 
must now also prefigure the restoration 
of national life, the recovery of lost lib- 
erties, the resumption of ways of living 
which have been cruelly interrupted. To 
all men everywhere who long for right- 
eousness, mercy and peace, it offers inspir- 
ation and encouragement. 

Life will triumph over death, light 
over darkness, truth over error, eternal 
purpose over brutal force; this is the 
message of Easter to our distraught 
world, 


Pensions For All 


The Saskatchewan legislature unani- 
mously adopted a resolution favoring an 
increase in old age pensions. During the 
debate the minister in charge of this ser- 
vice suggested that the system should be 
revised and expanded into a contributory 
scheme providing retirement allowances 
for every person on reaching retirement 
age. 

This is the direction in which we are 
moving, surely if slowly. The costs of the 
present system are running into larger and 
larger figures, for which no specific pro- 
vision has been made by ear-marking cer- 
tain revenues or by collecting special taxes. 
It is a question of time only until the cost 
to the federal and provincial treasuries 
will compel the adoption of methods for 
raising the pension money. When that 
time comes, and it may come soon, the 
question of changing the scheme ‘into a 
universal system, supported by universal 
contributions, will be directly up for con- 
sideration, 

Hitherto the taxpayers have been 
treating their civil servants better than 
themselves. They contribute to retirement 
pensions for public employees, and right- 
ly so; but do not pile up any reserves from 
which to draw pensions for themselves. 
That anomaly is due to be corrected, and 
the time to correct it will be when the cost 
of the present system compels attention 
to the question of raising revenue. 

Long and tragic experience has shown 
that most Canadians fail to voluntarily lay 
aside enough during their earning years 
to take care of them when their services 
are no longer in demand. The alternative 
is for each to hand over to the Govern- 
ment a share of his earnings and thus 
create a fund from which he can, without 
any suggestion of accepting charity, draw 
a pension when his earning years have 
passed. : 


A “Strategic” Change 


Australia’s minister for air defence 
would not have openly declared, without 
having the best of reasons for confidence, 
that the Allied air forces in that Dominion 
have definitely gained superiority over 
New Britain and New Guinea. 

No one in authority at Canberra has 
taken a very optimistic view of the posi- 
tion of Australia in face of the threatened 
invasion; rather the contrary. Hitherto 
the ministers have been stressing the 
Strength of the enemy and the need of rein- 
forcements, particularly air reinforce- 
ments. When Mr. Drakeford says now 
that the Japanese air power has been defi- 
nitely beaten on the approaches to the Do- 
minion he implies that reinforcements 
have arrived and are in sight which give 
this victory something more than tempor- 
ary “tactical significance”. 

The plain inference is that if men and 
munitions continue to arrive as expected 
the enemy will not be able to regain su- 
periority in the air. Which, remembering 
that the Japanese have nowhere attempt- 
ed a major attack without a “ceiling” of 
planes in overwhelming numbers, means 
that the invasion forces have been stopped 
and the menace to Australia is far less 
imminent, 

In New Guinea and New Britain the 
Japanese hold bases from which _ their 
bombers can continue to raid towns along 
the northern coast of the island continent. 
But because of the distances, these have to 
operate without fighter protection and 
their attacks are ineffective, - Plane-car- 
riers will hardly venture into Torres 
Strait, since ten per cent of Japan's cruiser 
Strength has been shattered in the adja- 
cent waters. 

Mr. Drakeford has good reason there- 
fore to say the outcome of the air fighting 
on the distant approaches to Australia has 
made a “strategical difference’ to the 
whole situation in the South Pacific. If 
the enemy cannot invade and capture Aus- 
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Allied Strategy Is To Keep Axis Forces Diffused 


tralia, his incursion into the Indian Ocean 
must be a highly venturesome enterprise. 


London has given notice that the Bay 
of Biscay has been made dangerous to 
navigation, by the laying of mine fields 
and the tightening of submarine patrol. 
The reasons are obvious. French ports on 
that coast have been used as _ bases for 
enemy U-boats. And as receiving ports 
for Nazi supplies shipped from Spain, Por- 
tugal, and perhaps the west coast of 
Africa. A protest from Franco would not 
be unexpected.

While R.A.F, bombers were blowing 
the submarine base at St. Nazaire to pieces, 
British and Russian warships off the north 
coast of Norway sank three enemy U-boats 
and a destroyer. Both the raid and the 
battle were incidents in the fight to keep 
supplies moving along the sea lanes, and 
both resulted in reverses for the enemy. 
If, as: expected, Berlin is to intensify its 
war upon commerce with the opening of 
spring, these ineidents suggest what Mr. 
Churchill meant when he said the war 
upon the pirates is i to be speeded up.

The town clerk has been instructed to com- 
municate with the Lieutenant Governor as to 
the terms upon which the town could secure a 
boring machine for the purpose of testing for

Ottawa: The feeling that Western Canada 
has not found full partnership in the national 
war effort, that the prairies have endured econ- 
omic inferiority, war or no war, runs strongly 
among members of Parliament from the west of 
the Great Lakes. There are two main threads 
to this argument, as it appeared in the wheat 
debate, 

Mr. Tucker, the Rosthern Liberal, had ap- 
parently been doing some homework among 
government reports and statistical surveys, and 
he told the House there were fewer cars and 
telephones on Saskatchewan farms, relatively, 
than Ontario. There were fewer radios, less 
electricity, less piped water in farmers’ kitchens.

Timing and Not Equip.‘ 
ment Is Vital Factor

Back seat driving in a war is 
not the funetion of a layman. 
Nevertheless, grand strategy can 
be understood by everyone with 
imagination, a grasp of geography 
and some knowledge of the 
essential nature of the war. 

It is not even true that war, 
as an art, has changed because

prevented; and that fifth columns 
could be used to undermine the 
enemy’s fighting strength,

Siberia. Germany is trying to 
persuade us that she may strike 
at the British Isles, in Northern 
Africa, and through Turkey and 
Syria at the Near East, And both 
are trying to create the impres- 
sion: It’s against your interests to 
help the Russians; they are Bol- 
shevists. 

The net effect of all this is that 
they hope we will either concen- 
trate our efforts on defending our 
own shores and the British Isles, 
or diffuse them in an attempt to 
defend the whole globe, with the 
Axis picking the places. 


Prediction 
Now, again, on this subject, 
someone who has never been 
widely enough read, except by 
the German geo-politicians, has 


something to say, That is Sir 
Halford Mackinder, who in a re- 
markable little book, published 


in 1919, predicted the whole stra- 
tegy of this war to a “t”. 

Sir Halford, like the German 
geo-politician Haushofer, who 
unfortunately learned a lot from 
the scolarly British geographer, 
foresaw the decline of sea-power 
as a striking force, the rise of air- 
power in its place, and the rela- 
tive advantage for air-power of 
central land positions on vast land 
areas, 

Also, like the German geo- 
politicians, he thought in global 
terms and recognized that Eur- 
ope, Asia and Africa were not 
three “continents” but the con- 
tinent, all contiguous by land, 
and containing two-thirds of the 
earth’s surface, and seven-eighths 
of humanity, 

In Sir Halford’s global view— 
and Haushofer’s—all the rest of 
the world including the Americas 
was merely so many islands off 
the coasts of the great continent. 

He argued that if anyone could 


drive all other armies off the 
great continent, the “islanders” 
would have a hard time climbing 
on it and defeating them. And he 
put the center of this continent, 
the strategic hub of the world, in 
Russia—around the Black Sea, at 
the junction between Europe, 
Asia and Africa. a. 

Sir Halford was not thinking 
about Bofshevism. He was think- 
ing about geography and the stra- 
tegy of war. 

Must Have Oil 

Today he is more right than he 
was then, For technical matters 
also make this area the hub of 
the world. In this area are the oil 
supplies for the Germans, the 
Russians and partly for the Brit- 
ish. It is not only that the Ger- 
mans need oil, whether froni 
Iran or Baku. If the Russians 
lose Baku, their mechanized arm- 
jes stand still and Russia can 
only fight on like the Yugoslavs. 


Axis Declares War On Church 


Naziism Is the Declared, formal utterance of the Nazi 


Enemy of Christian 
Religion

An announcement that will 
have a profound effect upon the 
Roman Catholic people of France 
and Italy has just been issued in 
Berlin. 

It is, in effect, a blunt declara- 
tion of war against the Christian 
Faith, an enunciation of Axis 
policy which in-

tion of every 
vestige of both 
Catholicism and 
Protestantism in 
every past of the 
world — includ- 
ing Canada.

The thing, therefore, represents 
an authoritative and official Nazi 
view.

Insurmountable Wall 


The thesis of this official docu- 
ment plainly builds an insur- 
mountable wall between Naziism 
and all persons who adhere to the 
Christian Faith, 

National Socialism (the title of 
the Nazi party) and Christianity 
are irreconcilable concepts, Bor- 
mann’s declaration states can- 
didly. 

Christianity built up its age- 
long influence on the ignorance 
of the people, runs Bormann’s 
argument, while National Social- 
ism today builds on a “scientific 
foundation”, 

Europe’s “outmoded” religions 
take most of their dogmas from 
the Talmud, Bormann claims. 
Nobody would know Christian- 
ity if it had not been hammered 
into the receptive minds of chil- 
dren by priests, says Bormann, 
who adds: 

“If our youth, in the future, 
does not learn about it, Christian- 
ity will disappear by itself.” 

Herr Bormann is singularly ig- 
norant of history when he counts 
on the disappearance of Christ- 
ianity. He forgets that it survived 
and grew through that 300-year 
period after Ascension of Christ 
with very few priests to “ham- 
mer it into the receptive minds 
of children” and against the de- 
termined effort of the whole 
power of the Roman Empire to 
stamp it out. 

Perhaps Bormann’s delusion in 
this respect is part and parcel 
of that mental obsolescence re- 
vealed in his boast about the 
“scientific foundation” of Na- 
tional Socialism, He is possibly 
not aware that the purely “‘scien- 
tific’ explanation of human life 
and the universe was perman- 
ently exploded by metaphysic- 
ians who lived long before Christ. 


View of God 


Herr Bormann next jumps, in 
his amazing circular, to the Nazi 
view of God: 

“We consider God Almighty 
as the natural force moving un- 
counted planets of the universe, 
and not as a silly Christian image 
of an almost-human sitting in the 
clouds, To think that God can be 
influenced by prayers and other 
astounding rituals, needs strong 
doses of naivete.” 

To those who had thought that 
the Nazi doctrine was based on 
a powerful philosophical found- 
ation, this puerile nonsense will 
come as a shocking revelation. 

Bormann and his Nazi friends 
appear to be as profoundly ig- 
norant of metaphysics as they 
patently are of theology. 

The conception of a personal 
and absolute God, which finds 
full richness of expression only 
in Christianity, was formulated

long before the Christian era by 
the very philosophers whom the 
Nazis would call the “fathers of 
science” as the only conception 
capable of satisfying reason. 

he difference between the 
Nazis and true science is this: 

Science admits that its func- 
tion and range is purely empiric, 
that is to say, concerned only 
with the manifestations and be- 
havior of matter as revealed in 
the five senses, It lays no claim 
to knowledge of the reality of 
matter which lies within the 
realm of metaphysics. 

The Nazis, in their juvenile 
ignorance, appear to think that 
science explains everything — a 
claim which the greatest scient- 
ists have never in this world 
made, 

The realm of science is only a 
part of life, as every scientist 
knows, The Nazis put themselves 
in the ludicrous position of the 
fabled ten blind men of India 
who each siezed a part of an 
elephant and thought he had 
caught hold of the entire animal. 

The Nazis’ view of human life 
is as limited and as profouhdly 
ignorant as that of the blind man 
who felt the elephant’s tail and 
declared that the elephant was 
like a rope, 

All Must Go 

Ardent Protestants, however, 
need feel no sinister elation over 
this Nazi denunciation of the 
Catholic Faith, They are all alike, 
says Bormann. 

“We make no difference be- 
tween the confessions, Protest- 
ants are just as inimical to Nazi- 
ism as are the Catholics.” 

Now all this shallow-pated 
nonsense, based on an abysmal 
misunderstanding or non-under- 
standing of the simplest philoso- 
phical and metaphysical prin- 
ciples, must, as I say, be pro- 
foundly disturbing to the people 
of France and Italy, because, in 
the case of the latter, religion is 
a vital state force, and, in the 
case of the former, Marshal Pe- 
tain must reconcile his continual 
compromise with the Axis and 
his policy of non-resistance to 
the Nazi evil with his adherence 
to the Church which charges him 
to resist evil with all his power. 

Now that the Axis has openly 
declared itself anti-Christian and 
therefore essentially evil, Petain 
must, if he is honest, either re- 
nounce Hitler and openly fight 
him or rélinquish his Christian 
allegiance. 

Certainly no amount of casu- 
istry can justify any kind of com- 
promise or even the appearance 
of compromise on the part of a 
Christian man with a force which 
has declared itself to be anti- 
theistic and anti-Christ. 

If Petain jis sincere, he will de- 
clare himself one way or the 
other, 


So Hitler must try to get Baku 
this spring and summer. All other 
things are less important, Other 
sources of oil are less important, 
For he cannot win this war if he 
has a huge mechanized Russian 
army fighting him on his flanks 
—even if he gets oil from other 
Near Eastern sources. All the 
guess work where the Axis will 
strike is playing Hitler’s game, 
for we know where he must 
strike, unless he has taken leave 
of his General Staff's wits. So 
we must prepare against it, 

Helping Russia is one way. But 
we must also keep Hitler from 
concentrating his forces. He 
knows he must concentrate all 
his power for the smash against 
Russia and the Caucasus. And 
that is precisely what we should 
not let Fim do. If he cannot cone 
centrate, Mr. Maisky is right: we 
shall win the war this year. It 
won't necessarily be over, but it 
will be won, And it will be won 
all over the world—in Asia and 
in the Pacific, 

There are times when fewer 
tanks and fewer planes can ace 
complish what treble their num- 
ber cannot do in another mo- 
ment,

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Points For Parents 


By EDYTH THOMAS WALLACF. 


Your Baby 
And Mine 


This is the season when a mother 
approaches some change in her 
nursing baby’s established method 
of feeding. She cannot—in fact, 
dare not—slide into the summer 
without taking account of her abil- 
ity to nurse her baby through the 
Whole of the summer, Otherwise, 
She should have an end to nursing 
While the weather is favorable for 
the change. 

April and May and June are 
splendid months for weaning. 
They seldom are too warm, Dras- 
tic changes in any method of feed- 
ing are undesirable when the 
weather is hot, 

The problem the nursing mother 
faces is merely one of arithmetic. 
The average baby is nursed four or 
five months before he must be 
weaned for lack of sufficient nour- 
ishment. The mother who is a suc- 
cessful nurse may be able to man- 
age this method of feeding for nine 
months. After that it is only the 
extraordinary mother who can pro- 
vide sufficient nourishment so that 
her infant continues to develop and 
gain as do babies on bottle formulas. 

The question then becomes: Will 
the baby’s ninth month arrive in the 
middle of summer when it is men- 
acing to make any unusual changes 
in feeding? 

If the baby already is showing 
signs and symptoms of dissatisfac- 
tion with his rations, there is no 
question but that weaning should 
begin. 

If he still is satisfied, then the 
mother must determine whether she 
feels it possible to continue this sat- 
isfaction for several more months, 
I may be surmised that babies born 
in October, December or January 
would profit by being weaned in 
April, May and June, 

It would be splendid if all babies 
could be nursed during their first 
Summer. But a cross, under-nour- 
ished baby is even less able to with- 
stand “the hot weather than a baby 
who is amply nourished, even if this 
nourishment must be by cows’ milk 
instead of mother's milk. 

A mother should be happy that 
she has been able to nurse her baby 
for five or six months and not con- 
tinue nursing just because someone 
frightens her into the belief that it 
4s dangerous to chanke before hot 
weather. 

Baby should be given good, 
clean milk, kept ice cold until it 
is ready to be served. Nursing 
bottles and nipples should be 
treated to daily cleansing with 
lots of hot, soapy water. They 
should be washed with a bottle 
brush and sterilized in boiling 
water. Then, if baby is introduc- 
ed to the new food one bottle at 
a time, weaning will be a minor 
event in his life-

The 
recent commando raid on St. Naz- 
aire conveys a warning to Hitler 
that he cannot afford to reduce 
his garrisons in Norway. in the 
Low Countries and in France. 
The constant threat of a British 
invasion of the continent ensures 


that large bodies of German 
troops, airplanes, and military 
equipment cannot be diverted 


elsewhere. Hitler does not know 
where a British invasion may be 
launched. He must be ready for 
any such emergency, in any 
quarter, and this inmmobilizes a 
great number of fighting men.

| miles in area, It is rich in minerals 
and water power resources. There 
are also many fertile valleys in the 
southern portion where farming is 
carried on with profit. 

Of course the fishing industry is 
the chief source of income to the 
inhabitants,
